II. Bye-law regarding Closing out of Contract s : 

Substitute the following Bye-law for the existing Bye- 
law 213. 

“213. (a) If the Board considers that a state of emer- 
gency exists or is likely to arise, as may in the opinion 
of the Board make free trading in one or mo:e deliveries 
of any or all hedge contract-, extremely difficult, then, 
not withstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
these Bye-laws, or in any hedge contracts made subject 
to these Bye-laws, the Board may pass, by a simple 
majority at a meeting specially convened in this behalf, a 
resolution : 

(i) fixing the date as at the close of which the out- 
standing contracts specified in the resolution 
shall be deemed to be closed out and the rate 
or rates at which they shall be deemed to be 
so closed out, and 

(ii) fixing a special settlement day on which the 
differences arising out of such closing out shall 
be paid through the Clearing House. 

(b) A resolution passed under clause (a) shall take 
effect only after it is concurred with by the Forward 
Markets Commission. 

(c) The relevant clearing Bye-laws shall apply to the 
payment of differences referred to in clause (a) (ii) .
